CHAR 1. 

An ACT to amend an act^ entitled " An act to incorporate the 
New^York Manufacturing Company.** 

Passed September 26, 1814. 

WHEREAS the president and directors of the New-York Man- pteiaMe. 
ufactnring Company have, by their memorial presented to the le- 
gislatnre^ set forth that they cannot invest and keep employied in 
the mannfacturipg establishment contemplated in and by the act 
which this act is intended to amend, more than the sum of three 
huncbred and fifty thousand dollars with advantage to the interest of 
the said establishment, and have prayed that the said act may be 
so amended as that they shall not be required tp invest and keep 
employed, a greater sum than three hundr^ and fifty thousand 
dollars in the said manufacturing establishment ; and have further 
prayed that they may work up such wire, as may not be suitable 
for cards, into other articles: And whereas the said prayer ap- 
pears reasonable : Therefore, ' 

I. Be it enacted hy the people of the state of New-York ^ repre- jwo^w *•» 
s&nted in Senate and Assembly, That the president and directors fucturing^t^ 
of the New-York Manufacturing Company shall not be required or * ' ' ^ 
obliged, to invest more than the sum of three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars in the manufacturing establishment contemplated 
in and by their act of incorporation, in lieu and stead of the sum of 
five hundred ttiousand dollars directed-bythe said act : Provided^ ^ 

that it shall not be lawful for the said pre^dent and directors of th^ vtaw; 
New- York MaQufatturing Company, either directly or indirectly, 
to use or employ, or cause or permit to be used or employed, any 
part of the said sum of five hundred thousand dollars, or any fur- 
ther part of the capital stock or other monies or funds whatever, 
than the sum of five hundred thonsMid dollars for that purpose mo- 
tioned and limited in and by the eleventh section ci the said ac5t 
hereby amended, in the business of banking, or in 0^ feu* £^y bu- 
siness, operation or purpose whatever, ezcept only such as are de^ 
signated ot au^orized by thfe tenth section of the act hereby a»- 
mendsd: Provided^ that the capital stock of the said ><>»»pany 
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\ Induced the amount of one hundred and fftj thouscUid dd* 

yr^md if the whole capital of the said bank shall have beeb cailtsd 

^Wen the amount above mentioned shaU withiB six months bete- 

^ lid to the stockholders. 

/ fiw^w^ 11. And be it further enacted^ That the said corporatifm slndl. 

.. ^b)ef9rc9i^be and hereby are authorized to wor]k up all sucli wire as maj be 

gJJtJj^^. manufactured by them, and as may not be suitable for using in the 

jpo|u. ma^ufdcturing of cards into any articles made principally of wire 

for which the said wire may be suitable, and to sell aild dispose of 

^ the said articles for and on account of the said corporation, 



CHAP. II. 

An ACT to prevent the apprehension of British Desetters^ 

Passed October 14, 1814. 

Be it enacted by the people of the state of Netif^York, repr^ 
sented in Senate and Assembly ^ TTiat if any person or persons, 
within .this state, shall apprehend, arrest or detain, or shall assist, 
aid or abet in the apprehension, arrest or detention of ^ny British 
deserter or deserters, knowing him or them to be such, and with 
intent to return him or them to the enemy, such person or peFSons,^ 
pn being thereof convicted, shall be deemed guiHy of felpny, and 
shall be sentenced to inprisomnent in the s|4te prisp^ for the term 
pi ten years. 



\ , CHAP. III. 

An ACT to raise a sum of money in the town of Half-Moon^ 

Passed October 14, 1814. 

WHEREAS the freeholders and inhabitants of the town of Half- 
Moon, in the county of Saratoga, have by their petition set fofrth,' 
Jhat by the extraordinary freshets durii^ the current yepr, many 
important bridges in said tovfii have been swept away, to the great 
injury of the public traveller, as also to the inhabitants of said 
town: ^nrfwjAerea^.by the report of the commissioners ofhighr 
ways of said town, it appears that the sup authorized to be saised 
by the supervisors of the- county, is wholly inadequate to the re- 
pairing of said bridg^e^ : Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York^ rjepre^ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, That it shall be the duty of thti 
town clerk of the town of Half-Moon aforesaid, on the applicatioa 
pf any twelve freeholders of said town, to notify Jiipeeting of the 
freeholders and inhabitants of said town, i?i the manner directed by 
the sixteenth section of the act, entitled " An act relative to th«. 
duties apd privilege^ of towns,** passed thp nineteenth day of 
March, on^ thousand eight hundred and thirteen; and it shall be 
}ai|rful for the freeholders and inhabitants of said town, when con- 
yejied i^ pursuaiice of such notice^ to vote to be raiiBed by tax, oi^ 
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the ipattable property of said town, a sum of money for t: purposes 

aforesaid, not exceeding six hundred dollars, which said sunt shall 

)>e assessed by the assessors of said town for the current year, and 

collected under a warrant from the supervisor of said town by the 

. €^c(^r thereof, and by him paid over to the commissioners of 

' liighways of said town, to be by them laid but and expanded in re- 

. building the said bridges carried ^way as aforesaid ; and if any 

p;»rt of tbasiaid sum of money shall remain in the hands of the 

.said'Commissioners after the rebulMing of the said bridges as afore-r 

said, or at the next annual town meeting of said town, said commisr 

sioners shall pay the same over to their successors in office^ to be 

'l>ytbem. expended in completing the objects contemplated by this 

act. 



CHAP, IV, 

^« ACT for th(S Collection of Taxes for the county of Kings, 

Passed October 14, 18141 

Be it enacted hy the people of the state of New-York^ repre-r 
ftented in Senate and Assembly, That the supervisors of the re- 
. spective towns of the county of Kings may deliver their warrants 
and tax lists to the several collectors for the collection of taxes in. 
said county, by the first Tuesday of November in the present year ; 
and that the collectors of the severa) towns in said county shall set* 
tie their accounts with the treasurer of the aforesaid county, on or 
Ibefere the first Tuesday in February, in the year one thousand 
eight hundred and fifteen. 



CHAP. V. 

An ACT to ameTgid the actp entitlejd " an act concerning Quit^ 

Rents:'' 

Passed October 14, 1814. 

I. :Be it enacted by the people of th^ state of New-York, r^- Notices of 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That hereafter all lands and liSs "fqait 
iB;rants Hable to be sold for. arrears of quit-rent, shall be noticed for J|^"^?Jj?^^^ 
salei and be sold in the following manner, and on the following con- *^^*^*" 
«litions, and not in the manner prescribed in and by the act hereby 
ameiided : The comptroller shall cause as many lists or statements 
0£ the lands and grants hable to be sold, from time to time, for ar- 
rears of quit-rents, showing the amount due for arrears on each 
parcel of land and grant, to the last annual day of payment, to be 
pnnted, as^hall ba sufficient to furnish each coiinty cle^k, each 
county treasurer, and each city ckainberlain in this state, vith fiv^ 
copies, and each town cl€;rk witli five copies, and shall thereupon 
transmit the said, copies for the said, county treasurers and §aid ci? s 
ty ckamberlains, to such county treasurers and sity chamberlains, 
- ^d the s^d copies for the, said county clerks, ;^nd fpr the town 
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clerks in their counties respectively, to the county clerks respec- 
tively ; and it is hereby made the duty of the said county treasur- 
ers and city chamberlains, to retain the said copies of lists or state—' 
nients in their ofhces respectively, and to permit all persons at all 
reasonable hours, to examine the same free of expence; and it i»* 
made the duty of the said county clerks forthwith, on the receipt 
of the said lists or statements, to transmit to the several town clerk's 
offices in their respective counties, five copies thereof, and to re- 
tain in their offices respectively the remaining five copies ; and the 
said county clerks respectively shall keep the said five copies of the 
said, lists or statements in their offices, and permit all persons,, at 
all reasonable, hours, to examine the same free of expence ; and the 
said town clerks respectively shall affix one of the said lists at some 
public place in the towns, and keep the others of the said lists in 
their offices, and permit all persons to examine the same as afore- 
said, free of expence ; and the said county clerks shall be entitled, 
for their services and expences in the transmission or delivery pf 
the said lists or statements to the said town clerks, to fifty cents for 
each town clerk in their counties respectively, to be paid by the 
treasurer of this state on the warrant of the comptroller, pn the 
production of receipts from the town clerks, of the delivery to them 
of the said copies; or in case of the abseh<^e of any town clerk, 
then of proof that the said lists were left at the office or dwelling* 
house of such absent town derk ;. and tiie comptroller shall forth- 
with, after the transmission by mail as aforesasd oif said lists or 
sitatements, cause to be published in the ne^vspaper printed by the 
printer to this state, arid in four other newspapers in each of tjhe 
great districts of this state, once a week, ^or seventeen weeks suc- 
cessively, a notice, that he will on a certain day, not less than twelve 
months from the date of his said notice, at the capitol, in the city 
pf Albany, proceed to sell so much of the lands and grants describe 
bed in the said lists or statements, as shall be sufficient to pay th© 
arrears of quit-rent to the last annual day of payment preceding 
the day of sale, toj^f tlier with the costs of notice and of sale ; and 
the comptroller shall on that day proceed to the selling as afore- 
said, and shall continnt^, such sale from day to day until the whole 
be sold, and shall give to the purchasers certificates of their pur- 
chaRts, 
Mny he rr- JL A7id hc it further enacted. That it shall be lawful for any one 
irtTJ Kau" *^ redec])! iliQ land which shall be sold as aforesaid, at any time 
within t>ie space of two years after the close of the sale, by paying 
into the treasury of this state for the use of the purchaser of such 
land, on the cerlificote of the comptroller, the r.mount for which, 
such lanil sliall have been sold, with interest at the rate of twenty 
per ceivtiim ppr aRr.TiiM, • 

4fnotr'^ieem HJ. jhid be it further exacted., That if any land or grant shall 
^yS^'o7lJle r^HiS-in unredeemed for the space of two years after the sale there- 
nircbasir. ^f^ jt ^.hall be the duty of the comptroller to convey the same to the 
purchaser, his heirs or assigns, subject however to future quit-rents, 
and to j:I1 taxes then reinaiiiing due thereon ; and the conveyance 
ol'thc corijpirolkr, under his hand and seal of office, and witnessed 
by \]\(^ deputy comptroller, shall be conclusive evidence that the 
m\t was regular, accorcLing to the pi»ovisions of this act; and ev«- 
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i?y such conveyance so to be executed by the comptroDer, may be 
given in evidence, and be recorded in the same manner, and with 
Sie like effect, as a deed tegulariy acknowledged by the grantor ^ 

before a justice of the supreme courts may be given in evidence 
and recorded. 

IV. And be it further enacted^ That it shall be lawful to redeem Y^jJUJ^;^ 
any undivided portion or part of lands, which may be sold in pur- lexwkeauZ 
suance of this act. / 

y. And be it further enacted^ That when the lands of any one ^^ JjJ^J 
person shall be sdd not only for the quit-rent due on such person's in cefulnc»- 
land, but also for the quit-rent due on the lands of others, all th»*^ 
owners shall bear the loss sustained by such person, in proportion 
to the amount of quit-rent due by them respectively, and the per- 
son whose land shall be so sold, shall be oititled to recover his said 
damages in any court of competent julisdiction within this state. 

VI. A^dbe it further enacted,, That the expence of printing PrratmB,**. 
iaid lists, andfof their transmission by mat!, and of the pubhcation j^^ 
of the notici!!^ aforesaid, and of sale, shall be paid out of the trea- 
sure of this st£^e, on the warrant of the comptroller.- ^^ fce«Mei 

VH, And be it further e^mcted^ That the comptroller shall add to the j^uiu 
the expenses aforesaid to the quit-rents due on the lands which may '^'^* 
be noticed for sale as aforesaid. ^ 

VHL And be it further enacted^ That it shall be lawful for the 
comptroller to demand and receive the following fees ; for every '^ 
piece or parcel of land to be by him sold, under and pursuant to 
this act, fifty cent&; for every piece or parcel of land to be redeem- 
ed, JSffy cents; and fifty cents for every piece or parcel of land to 
be by him conveyed; and the said first mentioned fee «hair com-^ 
pose part of the purchase money on the sale. 



, CHAP. VI. 

An ACT relative to the next Term of the Supreme C^mrt. 

Passed October 14, 1814. 

Be it enacted by the people of the state of Niw-York^ repre- 
tented in Senate and Assembly, That the next tenn of the su- 
5prcme court shall be postponed until the twenty-sixth day of Octo- 
ber instant, and that the said twenty-sixth day of October shall, t» 
^very intent and purpose whatsoever, be deemed the first day of the

" CHAP* VII. 

AnAtTfor the Pardon ofMichad Dwyer. 

Passed October 21, 1814 

WItfeREAS' Michael Dwyer, otiierwise called Michael Duye#, 
ft a late «ouTt of oyer and tenniuer and jail delivery, held in 9XA 
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for ihe county of Schenectady, was convicted of the murder of J»j 
«ob Yen, and sentenced to be executed ^on the last Friday of 
March next ; and whereas his excellency the governor has laid b^ 
fore the legislature the report of bis honor the judge who presided 
at the trial, by which it appears proper that said Michael be par« 
doned: Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the peopU of the state of New-York^ repre* 
9ented in Senate and Assembly ^ That the said Michael Dwyer, 
otherwise called Michael Duyer, be, and he is hereby fully pardon^ 
ed of the offence of which he stands convicted^ 



CHAP. VIII. 

An ACT authorising additional pay to be made to the volunteerff, 
and for pacing the militia called into service by the state au- 
thority. 

Pa&sed Octobef 21, 1814. 

Aiiowto ^' Be it enacted iy the people of the state ofNew^York, re- 
thevohu. presented in Senate and Assembly^ That the governor shall cause' 
teen. ^ 1^ pg^^ fQ gj^^ji non-commissionied officer, musician and private, 

of the volunteer corps, and to the legal representatives of those who 
may be deceased, raised in pursuance of general orders of March 
thirteenth, one thousand eight hundred and fourteen, for the time 
they were in actual service, a sum, in addition to his pay from the 
United States, Miificient to make the monthly pay of a sei^eant fif- 
teen dollars, a corporal and musician fourteen dollars, and a private 
thirteen dollars ; provided, that no payment shall be made to any 
individual, or the legal representative of any individual, who shall 
have deserted at any period of the term for which he volunteered 
his services. 
To the mill- jj^ ^^ ^^ it further enacted, That4he governor shall cause to? 
be paid to each officer, non-commissioned officer, musician and priw 
vate, of the militia who have been or may hereafter be called int<^ 
the service by state authority, such sums as they would be respec* 
tively entitled to by law, if in the- service of the United States. 
III. And be ft further enacted. That the comptroller shall draw 
ita»^^^ his warrant on the treasury for such sums as the governor may re- 
cansvry.* quire, for the payments authorised by this act, for all which sums 
an^ account shall be rendered to the comptroller, within six months 
after their payment. 



CHAP. IX. 

An ACT for building a Bridge over the Genesee river, between 
the towns of Geneseo and Leicester, 

Passed October 21, 1814. 

Be it enacted by the people of the state ofNew^-York, repre-^ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, That it shall be lawful, and it id 
hereby made the duty of the treasurers of the counties of OntaiMr 
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and' Genesee j severally, to pay unto Hugh McNsur> Joseph W. Law- 
rerice and John H. Jones, or any two 61 thera', the sum <}£ t^o thou-^ 
sand dollars, forthe purpose of fouiiding a bridge over .the Genesee, 
river, between the towns of Geneseo and Leicester ; and that it 
shall be the duty of the ^aid Hi^ McNair, Jbseph W. Lawrence 
and John H. Jones, or any two o^ theni, to give a bond to the said 
treasi .-ers 10 t^ amount of five thoustad dollars, for tlte faithful 
discharge of their duty, as commis8ioti«r9 to budld said bridge ; and 
yHlen said bridge i». completed, they shall then settle and j^kxounl 
with the repective boards of supervisbts of the counties of Ontario 
and Genesee for the t^ust hereby reposed in them : Provided ne-^ 
vertkeless^ That before the said commissioners pro<feed to buildJ 
said bridge, it shall . be lawful, atid it is hereby made .the duty of 
Joshua Van Fleet ^nd James Hendersd^ of the county of Ontario, 
and Parmenio Adams, of the* county of Genesee, on being duly in- 
formed thereof, to repair to the place hereby assigned to build sadd 
bridge, and after being duly qualified, or s\^orn by some person duly 
quaHfied to administer oaibs^ they shall then proceed to ascertain and 
affix St scite for, or where the said bridge shall be, where in their wis- 
dom, theyftr a majority of them shafl deem.it best calciulated for 
the public good : and furthers -the said Joshua Van Fleet, Jamesr 
Henderson and ParmeniO Adams, or a m'ajority of them, shall meet 
and determine on the scite of said bridge, befoi^e or on the first day " 
of December next ; and it is hereby made the duty of the boards *of 
supervisors of Oritario -aiHi Genesee, to audit and aHow such ac- 
counts of the said Joshua Van Fleet, James Hendersoji and Parme-^ 
nio Adams, as they on their 6aths of office shall think they are 
justly entitled to for their services as aforesaid ; and the isaid Josfa- 
iaa Van Fleet, James Henderson and Parmenig Adams, shall be 
taid for their services.by the county to which Uiey respectively be-* 
fcng- 



CHAP. X. . 

Jin ACT' for the relief 0/ the trustees of the Presbyterictn Church 
' in the milage of Genevay in the cotinty of Ontario^ 

Passed October 21, 1814. 

' ^WHEREAS Elijah Wilder, Gerrit L. Dox, Oliver Whitmore, Prtabtte. 
John Hall, John T. Chapman and* David Field, Juniorj as trustees 
ef the presbjrterian cWch of Geneva/ in the county of Ontario, 
have represented that the incorporation of the said church is dis- 
solved, and have prayed relief: Therefore, 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-^York^ fe- <ihureii^i»/ 
presented in Senate and Assemhly^ That the presbyterian churcb <iofpowite«fc 
of Geiifeva,' in the county of Ontkrie, be, and the same is hereby in-^ 
corporated, with all the rights, powers, privileges, and immunities,

Passed October 21, 1814: 

I. Be it enacted b^ the people of the state of New-York, re- 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That all the lands which have 
been or shall be purchased for or on behalf of the state,' by. the at- 
eertaia lands tomey-getieral, pursuant to law, except in cases already provided 
nrjow to be fof by law, shaH be sold by the surveyor-general, under the direction 
of the commissioners of the land office, in such manner, ahd on 
such terms and conditions as to tiiem shall appear to the interest of 
the state. 

li. And be it further enacted. That in cases where the sun^y-* 
'er-generial shall be directed, by the commissioners of the land 6f- 
)RebaKSao^c^» ^^ ^^1 ^^Y 1^^ 01* lots of land for the purchase monies due on 
Ste'^b*^ *to ^^^^ lots of land, and the sum or sums due. on any such lot or lots 
b««di.^ for principal and ifiterest, ighall not be bid therefor, he. shall pur- 
chase the same in for the state, at the amount so due., with the 
costs of sale, and may sell such lot or lots of land so purchased 
in by him (or the state, to any person Who may apply to pur^ 
chase the same, always giving a preference to the last owner, 
provided he shjiU apply to purchase the same within three months> 
after the safe, for the amount at which the same was purchas- 
ed in for the state, on the like terms and condition^ as 'he is au- 
. thorised to sell the unappropriated lands of the state ; of th6 com- 
missioners of the land office may, at their discretion, caus^ a new 
appraisement to be made of any such lot or lots of land, and then 
the surveyoic-general shalfseH for the prices at which the lots may' 
respectively be appraised. • ' 
Certain see* HI. And be it farther enacted. That the third and fourth sec-^ 
tNms repeal- jji^Qg of theact, entitled ** an act relative to the office and duties of 
the comptroller of this state^" shall be constnied to extend to, and 
apply to ^ds mortgaged to the people of the state for loans. 
Bnkt to IV.^^ And be it farther enaeferf,.That it shall be the duty of^the

CHAP. XII. 

* * . 

An ACT to encourage Privateering Associations. 

Passed October 21; 1814. 

WHEREAS a barbarous warfare on onr coast and frontiers, by ^ „ 
pillage and conflagration, is carried on by the enemy, and a deter- '^^ 
mination is avowed to lay waste our cities and. habitations, and to 
make a common ruin of bpth public and private property, contrary 
to the usages'of civilized warfare : Wherefoi'e, it has become expe<- 
dient and nece^ary, that the legislature should facilitate to .patriot- 
ic citizens every efficacious means of defence and "annoyance to the 
enemy; and whereas the uniting of a capital by means of patriotic 
associations, to be formed for fittiaigoutat the expeiice of such com^ 
panies, private armed vessels, to be licensed by the government of 
the United States, would contribute to the destruction of the com« - ' 
nJferce of the eneniy on the ocean, and of her armed vessels on our 
coast, and would guard and protect the commerce of the United 
^States, under such encouragement as shall be provided -for by the 
government of the Uoited States for that purpose : Therefore, 

I. Be it enacted hy tfie people of the state of NewrYork^ re- conipi^i«i 
presented in Senate dnd Assembly y That at any time during the JSJI^^. ^ 
present war, any five or more persons, who shall be desirous to foftn 

a company for* the purpose ,of annoying the enemy of the Unite4 
States, afld their commerce, by means of priv^ite armed vessels, to 
be fitted out in conformity with the laws of the United States, at the 
expence and risk of sach co^ftpany, may make, sign and acknow- 
l^lge, before a justice of the supreme court, or a judge of the court 
of common pleas, or the mayor or recorder of any city, within this 
state, and fife in the office of tjhie secretary of state, a certificate in ' 
writing, ii^ which shall be stated, the corporate name of the said 
company audita object, and the araountof the capital stock of the 
said company, the number, of shares of which the said stock shall 
consist, the number of directors and their names who shall manage 
the concerns of the said company for the first year, and the place 
where .they shall carry on the concerns of the said company. 

II. And he it fur the j' enacted^ That as soon as such certificate. Their pqw* 
as aforesaid, shall have been filed, the persons who shall have exe- *-** 
cated the same, and their strceessors, shall,- for tlie period express- 
ed in such certificate, be a body politic and corpou^ate, in fact and

II Beit enacted by the people of the state pfNew^York, re^ 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That whenever there is any in- 
sufficiency of money in the treasury to jpay any legal demand^ a^ 
gainst the state, or to meet any appropriations made oif to be made 
by the legislature, it shall be lawful for the comptroller to require 
of the presidtent^'direetors and company of either the bank^Qf Ame- • 

rica or the city bank of New-York, to inake the loans necessary to 
meet such demands and appropriations : And it shall be the dj^y of 
said* banks to make such loans as the comptroller shall from time to 
time require, not exceeding in amount the^ sums which the said 
banks are respectively bound to loan to this state. 

II. And be it further enacted^ Thait the moniea so to be bor- 
rowed from either of the said banks, shall only be drawn^l^^rcfrom 
from time to time, as the public expenditures may render it neces- 
sary.

person or persons so offending, and being thereof convicted, shall 
t>e adjudged guilty of misdemeanor, and shall be fined in a siun not 
exceeding five thousand dollars, and shall be imprisoned in the 
staite prison for a term not exceeding three years.

Passed March 5, 1816. 

WHEREAS Elnathan Andrews, Septer Patrick, and others, by 

their petition repreisented to the legislature, that the CatetnncK 

creek is capable of being rendered hf means of ]o<iks, dams and 

canals, navigable for boats and arks, and have p1<ayed, ^at'thej 

and their associates may be incofpor&ted for that pnrjpose, with a ^ 

capital of seventy-five thotisand dollars. ■ ^ 

h Be it therefore enacted by the people of the state of New^

tion under their handfe and seal$, or the hands and seals of any two 
of them, as ascertaining and determining the value of such laiid or 
other real estate, and tlSue amount of the said demages ; which inqui- 
sition, being fairly and regularly made, shall vbe confirmed by the 
said court, and shall be final an4 conclusive as to the amount of the 
said value and damages betweea the several and respective parties 
thereto ; and if it shall be made to. appear to the said court, on the 
behalf of any party to such inquisition, that it had been irregularly 
or unfairly made, then the said court shall $et aside such inquisition,

deat and directors, or any other person whatsoever, to enter upon 
such lands and thereon make such dams, locks and canals, until 
fhey shall have paid the value of suph land or other real estate, to- 
gether with such damages as may be agreed upon or appraised ac- 
cording to thp provisions of this act. 

VI. And he it further enacted^ That the rules and artic^ pre* 
scribed in and by the sixth section of the act, entitled '^ an act top 
ihe establishing and opening lock navis^ation within this state,'* ex-r 
cept the first, second, fouirth, fifth, teuth and eleventh articles, shall 
form and be the fundamental rules of the corporation hereby erect- 
ed : no person ^hall be eligible as director who shall not be a stock- 
holder, and resident in this state at the time of such election : divir 
dends shall be made and declared once, at least, in every year, and 
twice, if thie board of directors think proper : no transfer of stock 
shall be made but in the manner directed by the directors.

nage in payment of tpll ; but if the owner or master shall refuse or 
decline to choose a person in his behalf as aforesaid, then the toU-

other hydraulic works, so, however, as not to impede the naviga^ 
tion aforesaid, or prevent the company from the use of so much wa- 
ter as at all times shall be necessary for the purposes of such navi- 
gation : Provided, That nothing in this act contained shall autho- 
rise said corporation to use any of the wateirs for any other purpose 
than for the navigation aforesaid* 

XI. And be it further enacted, Thsit this act shall be, and ^^JP^^^^ 
hereby declared a public act, to continue for thirty years from the acu ^ 
first day of January next : Provided however. That the locks and 

canals shall be completed in five years from the parsing of this act ; 
and if the same are not so completed within the time aforesaid, this 
act, and every thing he?*ein contained, shall cease and be void. 



CHAP. LII. 

An A^T to vest certain Powers in thp I^eeholders and Inhabi' 
tqnts of Newtown, 

Passed March 3, 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York, re^ 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That the district of country 
within the county of Tioga, contained in the following bounds, that vjuSS!*^^- 
is to say, '^ beginning a^ the fsonfluence of the Tioga river and 
Kewton creek, thence up the said creek to the ]i>ridge crossing the 
same near Carpenter^s saw-miU, thence along the centre of the laae 
leading from the said bridge southwardly to the north boundaries 
of Wisner's farm, thence along the north boundary line of said 
farm westerly until it intersects the eastern boundary line of the 
farm at the upper end of said village, owned by John Davis, thence 
along the eastern boundary line of said Davis' farm southwardly to. 
the Tioga river, thence down the north shore of the said river at 
low water mark to the place of beginmng," shall hereafter continue 
to be known aiid distinguished by the name of the '' Village of 
ifewtown ;" and the freeholders and inhabitants residing within the '^'Jl*J?**jy 
aame, qualified to vote at town meetings, may, on the second Tues- ^ ^ 
day in May, meet at the court-house in the said village, a notice 
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• whereof shall be made in writing, and signed by a justice or jns-i 
tices of the peace residing in the coubty of Tioga, and put up in at 
least three public places ten days before the said second Tuesday 
in May next, and then and there proceed to elect five discreet free- 
holders, residents within the said village, to be trustees thereof^ 
who, when chosen, shall possess the several powers and rights here- 
in after specified ; and such justice or justices shall preside at such 
electioil, and shall declare the persons having tlie greatest number 
of votes duly elected trusrtees ; and on every second Tuesday in 
May after the first election of trustees, there shall in like manner 
be a new election of trustees for said village ; and the trusted for 
the time being shall perform the duties requi|«d tmai the said jus-^ 
tice or justices, in respect to notifying meetings, and^vesiding at 
such elections, ^ 

II. And be it further enacted^ That all the freeholders and in- 
■tyk&pJwex babitaats residing within the said limits be, and they are hereby 
«nketru:;teci ordained, constituted and declared to be from time to time, and for- 
ever hereafter, a body politic and corporate, in name and in fact, 
by the name and style of " The Trustees of the Village of New- 
town,*' and by that name they and their successors, forever, shall 

^ and may have perpetual succession, and be persons in die law ca- 

pable of suing and being sued, and of defending and being defend^ 
ed, in all courts and places whatsoever, and in all manner- of ac«- 
tions, causes and complaints whatsoever ; and that they and their 
successors may have a common seal, and may change and alter the 
same at pleasure ; and shall be in law capable of purchasing, hold- 
ing and conveying any estate, real or personal, tor the public use 
of said village, and^erecting any buildings, acqueducts, and digging 
any reservoirs for water for the use of the said village, and for 
keeping in repair such acqueducts, buildings and reservoirs, of 
purchasing and keeping in repair fire-engines, ladders^ buckets^ 
and other instruments for extinguishing fire, for improving the 
streets, erecting hay«>scales, and for making any other regulations 
for preventing and extinguishing fires, preventing and removing 
nuisances, and relating to the price of bread in the said village, 
that the said trustees may from time to time deem necessary, and 
«f raising a sum by tax for the purposes aforesaid, not exceeding 
three hundred dollars in any one year : Provided^ That no tax 
shall be levied, or money raised, ass^sed or collected, for the pur- 
poses aforesaid, and purchase or sale of any real estate be made, 
and no building or reservoir be made or disposed of, without the 
consent of the freeholders and inhabitants of said village, or the 
major part of them, at the annual meeting for the election of trus* 
tees first obtained. 

III. And be it furtlier enacted^ That it shall be lawful ifor the 
*^a^Ti^ 'trustees of said village, or a major part of them, and their succes* 

sors, to make, ordain, constitute and publish such by-laws, rules 
and regulations as they, from time to time, shall deem meet and 
proper, and for the benefit of the said village, relating to the ob- 
jects in the next preceding section, and not inconsistent with the 
laws of this state or of the United States ; and it shaU be lawful 
for the said trustees to ordain, constitute, and publish, such fines 
and for&itures lor the breach of any such by-laws, rqles and ye* 
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Rations, as they Wy think expedient : Provided nevertfteles^. 
That no forfeiture or fine shall be inflicted OTer and above the fine ' 
•f ten dollars for any one offence against such by-laws. 

IV. And be it further enacted^ That the freeholders and in- otheroffi«swi 
habitants, qualified to vote for trustees as aforesaid, atthetrannu-tobechonA. 
al meeting, shall, and they are hereby authorised to choose one - 
treasurer and one collector, being freeholders of said village ; and 

the person having the greatest number of votes for each office re- 
spectively, shall.be deemed duly chosen; and in case a vacancy 
shall happen in either of the above offices, by death or removal 
from the said village, or refusal to serve, the trustees shall have 
the power of appointing some other freeholder of said village to 
supply such vacancy until the next annual meeting ; and the per- 
son, so appointed shall be liable to the same penalties and restric- 
tions as if duly elected at the annual meeting. "^ 

V. And be it further enactedy That the trustees, treasurer and 
collector shall, before they proceed to execute their respective of- tai«2»« 
fices, and within ten days after their election, respectively take and 
subscribe an oath or affirmation before any justice of the peace of 
the county of Tioga, for the faithful execution of the office or trust 
to which they may be severally elected: Provided nevertheless 9 
That the said treasurer and collector, before they take the oath or 
affirmation aforesaid, shall respectively give securities to the trus- 
tees of the said village for the respective discharge of their respec- 
tive offices, in such sum as a majority of them shall deem sufficient. 

VI. And be it further enacted^ That it shalf be lawful for the 
trustees of said village, or a majority of them, to appoint not^x- rmaiei 
ceeding twenty-five firemen, out of the inhabitants ot the said vil- 
lage, and the, same, or any of them, to remove at pleasure, and to 
appoint others in their stead ; to regulate the times of meeting and 
exercises ofsaid company of firemen, to appoint their captain and 
other officers, and to make such by-laws, nUes and regulations for

t}iousand seven hundred and eighty-six ; and the act, entitled " an 

act for loaning monies belonging to this state," passed the four- 
teenth day of March, one thousand seven hundred and ninety-two ; » 
and the act, entitled '^ an act authorising a loan of monies to the 
citizens of this state," passed the eleventh .day of April, one thou- 
sand eight hundred and eight, be, and thd same is hereby extend- 
ed to the first Tuesday in May, in the year one thousand eight hun- Provi»» 
dred and twenty : Provided nevertheless. That an interest of se- 
ven per tient per annum shall be annually paid from and after the 
third Tuesday of June next, upon the monies loaned by virtue of 
the above recited acts. 

II. And be it further enacted. That it shall be lawful for the principal, 
loan officers of the old and new loan offices, and for the commis- ^^ receired 
sioners for loaning money, and it is hereby made tl^eir duty, to re- ed. 
ceive so much of the principal, loaned by them respectively, as by 

law has been allowed to be paid, taking care, however, to re-loan 
the same as soon as may te for the term limited as aforesaid, a- 
^eeably to the ^cts under which they may have respectively been 
appointed, at an interest of seven per cent. 

III. 'And be it further enacted. That from and after the first J^^JJoJ*** 
^ay of July next, all loans now due, heretofore made by the trea- 
surer or comptroller of this state, to any individual or body corpo- 
rate from the funds or revenues of this state, shall bear an interest 
at and after the rate of seven per centum per annum, until paid ; 
and that all loans so made as are not yet due, shall, from and after 
the time at which they shall respectively become due, bear the like 
interest until paid, any thing in the securities given, for said loans 
to the contrary notwithstanding : Provided always.

An ACT authorising the Commissioners of the Land Office t* 
sell and convey to Feter J?. Forter, the ferry^ lot at Black

Passed March 3, 1815. 

Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-Yqrk, repre- 
sented^ in Senate and Assembly, That the commissioners of the 
land office are hereby authorised and directed to sell and convey in 
fee simple, to Peter B. Porter, a I6t of land belonging to the peo- 
' pie of this state, lying at Black Rock, on the Niagara river, known' 
and distinguished as the ferry lot at Black Rock, containing one 
hundred acres of land, he the said Feter B. Porter paying therefor 
at and after the rate at which the same shall be appraised by the 
purveyor-general of this state, one fourth part of the consideration 
money to )>e paid to the treasurer of this state, before the execu- 
tion of said conveyance and executing his bond and mortgage on the 
said land to the people of this state for the residue of said conside- 
ration money, payable in three annual instalments, with the inter- 
est thereof, annually. 



CHAP. LIX. 

An ACT granting to Robert Macomb a certain piece of Land, 

Passed March 3, 1815. 

WHEREAS Robert Macomb, at his own expence^ and under 
til* direction of the commissioners of highways of the town of Yon- 
kers, in Westchester county, hath altered, amended and improved 
the public highway in front of his farm in the towi^ aforesaid, and 
in consideration thereof he hath been permitted to edciose a certain 
part ef tke former highway which batk become umiecessary for 
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public travel, under an ag^reemcnt entered into and cancluded by 
the said commissioners of highways and the said Robert Macomb : 
Therefore, 

Re it enacted hy the people of the state of New-York^ repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, That Robert Macomb, his heirs 
and assigns, forever, shall have, hold and enjoy all that certain 
piece of land lying in front of his farm in the town of Yonkers, in ^ 
the county of Westchester, which piece of land is bonnded as fol- " 
lows, beginning at the termination of the highland turnpike road, 
at low water mark in the Harlem creek, and running thence wester- 
ly along said low water mark to the westerly side of the bridge 
commonly called Kingsbridge ; thence easterly along the southern 
boundary of the farm' of said Robert Macomb, in the aforesaid town, 
imtil the same strikes the said turnpike road; thence to the place 
of beginning, excepting and reserving thereout the public highway 
in front of said farjm,.as now laid out: Provided always. That the 
said Robert Macomb, his heirs and assigns, shall at all times here- 
after, at his or their proper cost or expence, keep and maintain said 
road, so excepted and reserved, in good and sufficient repair and 
condition : And provided further, if at any time hereafter the said

In AQT for the relief of the infant heir of John Viclcers, de-

Passed March 3, 1815. 

WHEREAS Ann Vickers, the widow of John Vickers, deceased^ Preamble. 
hath by petition, presented to the legislature, stated that the said 
John Vickers died intestate, leaving a son, an infant of between two 
and three y«ars of age, his sole heir ; that at the time of his death, 
the said John Vickers was §eized of a certain farm or piece of land 
situate in the town of New-Lisbon and county of Otsego ; that the 
said farm is situated at a great distance from the residence of the 
petitioner, and wifl, for the want of proper attention and repairs be- 
fore the said infant arrives at lawful age, be greatly injured in 
buildings and fences and diminished in value, and that the intei^est 
of the said infant would be promoted by a sale of the said farm : 
Therefore,

seal, execute and deliver good and sufficient deeds and conveyanceg 
in the law to the purchasers thereof, and to loan out the monies a^

porafi'd. presented in Senate and Assembly^ That such persons as now are 
or hereafter inay becoine members of the aforesaid society, shaH be 
^ahd are hereby ordained, constituted and appointed a body corpor- 
ate and pi^itic, in fact anQ in niame, by-' the name of " the Widows 
Fund Society j" and that by that name they and their successors 
shall and may forever hereafter hiave continual succession/ and shall 
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be persons in law capable of suing apd being sued, pleading and 
being impleaded, in all courts and places whatsoever, in all man- 
ner of action and actions, feuits, matters, complaints and causes 
whatsoever ; and that they and their successors may have a com- 
mon seal, and may change and alter the same at their pleasure ; and 
also that they and their suc<?essors, by the name of " The Widows 
Fund Society," shall be in law capable of purchasing, holding and 
convepng any estate, real or personal, for the use of the said socie- 
ty : Provided ulways^ That such real and personal estate shall not 
at any time exceed the annual value of twenty-five thousand dollars. 

II. And be it farther enacted^ That for the better carrying into officers, 
execution the objects of the said society, there shall be a president, 
vice-president, treasurer^ secretary, and nine ti*ustees, who shall 

hold their offices for one year, or until others shall be chosen in 
their room, and shall be elected at the time of the stated annual 
meeting of the general Synod of the aforesaid church, on the first 
Tuesday of June in every year, or at such other time and at such 
place as the inorporation shall from time to time appoint ; and that How «|)point^ ,

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of Neiv-York^ re- 
presented m Senate and Assembly ^ That it shall and may be law- bttSSTabriii^ 
fal for Robert Macomb, of the city of New-York, Esquire, his heirs 
and assigns, to make, build and construct a good and sufficient bridge 
across the creek commonly called Yonkers creek, which empties it- 
self into the Spuy tendeuvel creek westerly of the mill of the said 
Robert Macomb, situated at Kingsbridge, in Westchester county, 
which bridge shall be built across said creek at the place where the 
old bridge iormerly stood, and shall be of a width not less than four- 
teen feet, and may be so constructed as to dam the said Yonkers 
creek; the said bridge and dam to be so constructed, and at all , 
times upheld and maintained, as not to cause the waters of the said 
creek, or which may come up the same by the flow of the tides, t© 
remain on, or to overflow, or drown the salt meadows, or other lands 
of any person or persons, other than the said Robert Macomb, his 
h^irs or assigns, for any greater length of time, or to any greater 
extent than the said waters have heretofore remained on, or over- 
flowed, or drowned such lands.

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them, or any four of them, whereof, the person administering the 
government of this state for the time being, shall always be one in 
their discretion, as they shall judge the safety and defence of the . 
northern and western frontiers of this state to require, and in such 
msBner and form as they shall judge necessary and proper, to de- 
dare the consent ^f the legislature of this state that such parcels 
of knd as shall be purchased by the government of the United 
States* for the erection of forts, magazines, arsenals, dock-yards, 
ittd ol^er needful buildings in the several counties of this stste ad- 
jacent to the northern and western bounds thereof, and which they 
shall from time to time, judge necessary for the purposes aforesaid, *

An ACT for opening ike Navigatio^i between the head waters 
of the Seneca lake and the Chemung river. 

Passed March 31, I^SIS. 

WHEREAS it has been rtpresent'ed to this legislature, that it is 
practicable tp make a lock navigation within this state, between th% 
head waters of the Seneca lake and the Chemung river; a branch 
Preanbte* of the Susquehannah, at or near the village of Newtown, in the coun- 
ty of Tioga: And whereas such an establishment would tend great- 
\y to facilitate and increase the internal commerce of this state, and 
promote the convenience and prosperity of the people thereof : 
Therefore, 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state ofNew-York, re- 
presented in Senate and Assembl//, That Wilhelmus Mynderse, 
w.Myndem John Nicholas, Benjamin Dey, Samuel Colt, Frederick A. Dezeng, 
•!?pi«tll!" Abraham Dox, Herman H* Bogart, Joseph Fellows, and all such 
• other persons as shall associatij with them for the purposes of this 
act, be and hereby are created a body corporate, in fact and in 
Styte. name, by the name of " The Seneca and Susquehannali lock navi- 
gation company," and by that name shall have perpetual succes- 
sion, and may sue and be sued, defend and be defended, in all courts 
and places whatsoever, and may have a common seal, and may 
change the same at pleasure ; and the affairs and business of said 
corporation shall be and jiereby are entrusted to the management 
and direction of nine directors, to be elected in the manner herein- 
after mentioned, five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business ; aiid the first directors shall be the follow- 
ing persons, to wit : Wilhelmus Mynderse, Abraham Dox, Samuel 
Fiwt divec.

An ACT declaring the punishment afthe crime of wilfully hum" 
ingy or causing to be bumty property insured. 

Passed March 31, 1815. 

Be it enacted by the people of the state ofNew-York, repre* 
Rented in Senate and Assembly ^ That every person who shall wil- 
fully burn any building, ship or vessel, or any goods, wares or 
merchandize, or other chattel, with intent or desjign to prejudice 
any person or persons, or body cori)orate that hath underwritten, 
or shall underwrite any poHcy or policies of insurance thereon, and 
every person who shall aid, aUet, assist, counsel, hire or command 
any person to burn any building, ship or vessel, or goods, wares or 
merchandize, or other chattel, with intent or design to prejudice a* 
ny person or persons, or body corporate that hath underwritten, or 
shall underwrite any policy or policies of insurance thereon, shall, 
upon conviction thereof, be punished with imprisonment for life in 
the state prison. 



CHAP. CXXIX. 

An ACT to encourage the destruction of Wolves. 

Passed April 7, 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York ^ rep** 
resented in Senate and Assembly, That every person who shall Bounty Ak 
kill any grown wolf within any county in this state, shall be entitled '^^^jjf * m 
to a state bounty of twenty dollars, and for each wolf's whelp, de- ^^^^ ^^ 
▼en dollars and fifty cents, to be paid in the first instance by the 
treasurer of the county, in which such wolf or .whelp shall be so kill- 
ed, and by him charged in his account with the state treasury, 

which account the comptroller is hereby directed to allow ; and fur* 

tfaer, he shall be entitled to the like bounty from the county in ^ 

which such wolf or whelp shall be so killed, to be audited, allowed 

and paid, as other contingent county charges. 

II. And be it further enacted. That to obtain such bounty, 

the person killing such welf or whelp, shall take the head thereof. Proof to 1« 
die skin and ears entire thereon, to some justice of the peace of exMbitedU 
such county, and make oath of the time and place when and where 
such wolf or whelp was taken and killed, and by whom it was tak- 
tn and killed, and shall also submit himself to such further exami« 
nation, upon oath, concerning the taking and killing such wolf or 
Whelp, as the said justice may require ; and the said justice shall^ 
thereupon, cut off and bum the ears of said wolf or whelp, and ^ 

shall give the person so applying, a certificate thereof, and setting 
ibrth the snbstance of such oath and examination. 

III. And be it further enacted, That no bounty shall be paid 
to any person for taking and kiUing a wolf's whelp, unless it shall 
appear upon the examination of the person applying for such boun*

IV. And be it further enacted^ That if any person applying for 

Ptftaitv for ^ <^6^fic&te as aforesaid, shall be guilty of wilful and corrupt false 

firing taiM sweariug in his examination, he shall foe adjudged guilty of wilful 

teitimony* ^^^ corrupt perjury, and shall upon conviction thereof, suffer the 

punishment directed by law in cases of wilful and corrupt perjury. 



CHAP. CXXX. 

An ACT authorising the^^aleof lands on the Niagara river, 
and Jot other purposes. 

Passed April 7, 1815.

1. Be it enacted hy the people of the state ofNew-Yorky re^ 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That the commissioners of 
t the land office be, and they^are hereby authorised, if in dieir opin- 
* "* ' ion the interest of the state shall require it, to direct the surveyor* 
general to sell the whole or any part of the lands herein after men- 
tioned, in the manner prescribed by an act for the sale of unappro-* 
priated lands, and for other purposes, passed April sixth, 1813, 
and in lots or tracts of such denominations as they may deem sui- 
table and proper, to wit : all that tract owned by the people of this 
state lying near and adjoining the village of Lewitton, on the Niaga- 
ra river, and also a triangular tract called the garrison lot, north of 
and adjoining the village of Black Hock,containingabout'one hundred 
and twenty acres, and all the unsold lands in and adjoining the vil- 
lages of Lewiston and Black Rock ; dnd the said commissioners are 
hereby authorised to make such alterations in the plan of the said 
villages of Lewiston and Black Rock as they may deem proper for 
the benefit of the state, and not inconsistent with the rights of indi- 
Yiduals who have already purchased lots in the same : Provided 
the same shall not be sold in larger parcels than ten acres : And 
provided also. That public notice shall be given at least six months 
in each of the papers that publish the laws of this state, previous 
to such sale, and such sale shall not take place until one year after 
the passing of this act.

An ACT to incorporate the Junius Turnpike Hoad Company^ 

Passed April 7, 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state o/New^York, repre^ 
seated in Senate and Assembly ^ That Perin Granger, Luther Root, 
Daniel McNeil, Asahel Bannister, WiUiam Hildreth, Zephas Hawks, 
^•"»i**^*^and all such other persons as shall associate for the purpose of mak- 
^ ^^ ing a good and sufficient turnpike road, to begin at the west end 
of the bridge across the outlet of the Cayuga lake, thence in the 
most direct route, as land and circumstances Will admit, to the 
house of Asahel Bannister, in the town of Phelps, in the county of 
Ontario, and their successors and assigns, be, and they are hereby 
created,, ordained, constituted and appointed a body ct)rporate and 
politic, in fact and in name, by the name of " The Junius turnpike 
road company," and by that name they and their successors shall 
and may have continual succession, and shall be capable In law of 
suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering 
and being answered unto, defending and being defended, in all 
courts and places whatsoever, in all manner of actions and com- 
plaints, matters and causes whatsoever, and by the same name and 
style shall be in law capable of purshasing, holding and conveying 
any estate, real or personal, for the use of the said corporation :

•eased, died seized and possessed of certain real estate in the city 
of New-York, leaving no heirs being citizens of the United States. 
And whereas Thomas Lockhart, nephew of the said George Cle* 
land, deceased, by petition in behalf of himself, and as attorney for 
the other relations of the said George Cleland, has prayed for relief 
in the premises : Therefore, 

I. Be it enacted hy the people of the state ofNew^York^ rep-* 
resented in Senate and Assembly, That all the right, title, claim cwm ortH 
and interest which this state now has in and to the lands, tenements •^•^ ^ *g 
or hereditaments of which the said George CJeland died seized and ciehnd ve««. 
possessed, and the rents and profits thereof, whether by sale or oth- €<^ «'»»»'«»» 
erwise, to which this state may now be entitled, shall be and here- 
by is vested in, and shall belong- to and be enjoyed by the heirs 

and next of kin of the said George Cleland, that is to say, the real 
estate of which the said George Cleland died seized, shall descend 
to the person or persons who, by the law of descents of this state, 
would have inherited the same had he, she ov they been native bom 
citizens ; and the personal estate shall be distributed to the next of 
kin of the said George Cleland, according to the statute of this 
state regulating the distribution of intestate's estates, the alienage 
of the said heirs, or next of kin, notwithstanding. 

II. And be it further enact ed. That 'thomas Lockhart be au-

CHAP. CXXXVI. 

An ACT vesthig further powers m the Trustees of the Village 
ofNewhurgh. 

Passed April 7, 181& 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state ofNew-York, re* 
presented in Seriate and Assembly y That it shall and may be law- 
fid for the trustees of said village, or a majority of them, to direct a aooodoUftrt 
sum, not exceeding two thousand dollars, to be raised annually, for ^^^SaJS^T* ^ 
the purpose of supplying said village with pure and wholesome 
water, and for improving the said village, and defraying the con* 
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ifowtobeas-tingent expenccs thereof; which sum the said trustees shall canae 
to be assessed by the assessors of said village, upon all the proper- 
ty in said village, both real and petsonal, according to the valu6 
thereof ; and the said assessors, after having made such assessment,

I. Be it enacted hy tJie people of the state of New-York^ re^ 
presented in Senate and Assembly^ That Daniel Kellogg, James 
Wilson, Charles I. Burnett, and all such other persons as «hall as- company im- 
sociate for the purpose of making a turnpike road, to begin at the ***'*^?*^'**®*** 
village of Skaneateles, in the town of Marcellus, and county of On- 
ondaga, and running from thence to Throopsville, in the town- of 
Mentz, and county of Cayuga, .and their successors be, and they 

are hereby created a body corporate and politic, by the name of 
" The president, directors and company of the Throopsville turn- 
pike company," and they are hereby ordained, constituted and de- g^ ^^^ 
clared to be a body corporate and politic, in fact and in name, and power*, 
by that name they and their successors shall and may have continu- 
al succession, and shall be persons in law capable of suing and be- 
ing sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and being an- 
swered untp, defending and being defended in all courts and places 
whatsoever, in all manner of actions and complaints, matters and 
causes, and by the samie name and style shall be in law capable of 
pnrchajsing, holding and conveying any estate, real and personal, 
for the use of the said incorporation : Provided, That such estate, 
as well real as personal, so to be purchased, shall not exceed in va- 
lue twenty thousand dollars. % 

II. And be it further enacted^ That the stock of the said com- 
pany hereby incorporated, shall consist of six hundred shares, of stock. 
My dollars each, and that Daniel Kellogg, James Wilson, and A- 
lexander Bid well be, and they are hereby appointed commission- 
ers to receive subscriptions for said stock, in the manner directed 

by the act, entitled " An act .relative to turnpike companies," 
passed March UJ, 1807. 

III. And be it further enacted. That the said company hereby 
incorporated shall be entitled to exact and receive at each of the Rates of toil 
gates or turnpikes to be erected on said road, for any number of 

miles, not less than ten in length of the said road, the following 
sums of money, and so in proportion for any greater or less dis- 
tance, from all persons travelling or using the same, to wit : for 
every score of hogs or sheep, three cents ; for every score of cattle, 
horses or mules, six cents ; for every chair, sulkey or chaise, with 
one horse, twelve and an half cents ; for every horse rode, led or 
driven, four cents^; for every chariot, coach, coachee, phaeton, 
pleasure waggon or pleasure carriage, drawn by two horses, twen- 
ty-five cents, and for every additional horse, six cents ; for every 
cart drawn by one horse, six cents ; for every stage-waggon or oth- # 
er four-wheeled carriage, drawn hy two horses, mules or oxen, 
twelve and an half cents, for every additional horse, mule or ox, 
three cents ; for every cart drawn by two oxen, eight cents, and 
every additional yoke of oxen, or pair of horses or mules, three 
cents ; for every sled travelhng said road from the fifteenth day of 
December until the fifteenth day of March, in each year, one half of 
the tolls herein demanded for carriages for thetransportation of ^

I. Be it enacted by the people qfthe state of New-York^ re^ 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That the waters of the Cono- 
Wngo creek, from its junction with the outlet of Chetauque lake 
up to the forks of said creek ; and the waters of Little Valley creek, 
ifrom its junction with the Allegany river up to the parallel line be- 
tween the third and fourth townships of the seventh range of the 
lloUand land company's land ; the waters of Great Valley creek, 
from its junction with the Allegany river up to the parallel line 
between the fourth and fifth townships of the fifth range of the said 
Holland land company's land ; the waters of the Eighteep Mile 
creek, in the town of Hamburgh, from its mouth up to the mills of 
John Cummings ; and the waters of the Cayuga creek, from its 
junction with the Buffalo creek to the division line between the 
counties of Genesee and Niagara be, and the same are hereby dcr 
dared public highway : Provided ftowever. The owner or- owners 
of the adjoining lands may erect mills or other water works, store-? 
houses or docks on the said waters, so that the same shall not ob' 
struct the navigation thereof : And provided further, ThdX noth- 
ing in this act contained shall be construed to abridge any pre-ex«> 
isting private rights. 

II. And he it further enacted. That if any person shall, after tbe 
passing of this act, dam up or obstruct the navigation of said creeks, 
by erecting or building any mill-dam, or by the building or erecting 
bther works, or by the cutting or falling any timber in the same, 
every such person so offending, shall forfeit the sum of twenty- five 
dollars, to be recovered with costs of suit, by and for the use and 
benefit of any person who shall sue for and prosecute before any 
court authorised to try the same.

An ACT to create a public and transferable stock, and to lay 
and collect additional taxes for the use of this state. 

Passed April 7, 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of Neiv^York,, rep^ 
resented in Senate and Assembly, Th2Lt it shall be lawful for the 
comptroller to borrow, on the credit of this state, from time t«

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time, afi the deiuaads on the treasury may render it necessary, a 
sum or sums, not exceeding in the whole one million six hundred 
thousand dollars, at a rate of interest not exceeding seven per cen- 
tum per annum, payable quarter yearly ; and it shall be his duty, 
as soon as the same shall be practicable, to borrow, in part of said 
amount, the sum of one million three hundred thousand dollars ; and, 
for this purpose, he shall cause /subscriptions to said loan to be o- 
pened at such places in the cities of New- York and Albany, re- 2ow to'teci

CHAP. CXLIII. 

;An ACT authorising the Treasurer of the Gounty of Ontario to 
pay a certain sum of money to the order of the building com- 
• mittee of the new jail of said county. 

Passed April 8, 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York y y-e- 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That it shall be lawful for the 
treasurer of the county of Ontario to pay to the order of Septiiuiis 
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Evans, John Price and Roger Spragiie, any money in the treasury 
of said county, not exceeding six thousand dollars, not otherwise 
apprbpriated, for the purpose of building and completing the new 
jail in the said county of Ontario.

ther the payment of any further sum, if the expenceof the support 
and maintenance of the child ^ould exceed the sum paid, nor on 
the other hand, should refund any portion thereof, if such expence 
should fall short of the sum so paid ; and have further represented, 
that such compromises and arrangements have been of advantage-^ 
ons tendency, but that doubts are entertained of the legality there- 
of, and have accordingly prayed that tiie legislature should sanc- 
tion such as have been heretofore made, and should give the com- 
missioners of the alms-house the requisite authority to make them 
in future : And m^reas the prayer of the said memorial appears 
leasonable and proper tp be granted : Therefore,

commonly called Stuyvesant-street, and through the middle thereof 
to the East-river, te be applied to the payment of so many watch- 
men as the mayor> aldermen and commonalty of the city of New- 
York in common council convened sh^ll appoint and employ for 
watching and guarding the said city, to the purchasing of oil, pro- 
viding lamps and putting up the same, and repairing, cleansing and

six cents, and for every additional horse, mule or ox, three cents ; 
and for every score of horses, cattle or mules, twenty cents, and so

commissioners of excise, to grant a licence, or peimit any person 
to retail spiritous liquors under five gallons, if in the opityon of 
such commissioners, such applicant is not of good moral character; 
and that if any person shall on the day of any miittia parade or 
)-endezvous, or or any town meeting or election, or the assembling 
of any inhabitants of this state, to celebrate the anniversary of A- 
merican independence, expose to the public, or have in his posses- 
sion, within half a mile of such parade, town meeting, election or 
celebration as aforesaid, any eo-table, wheel of fortune, or other 
gaming table or gaming box or machine, he shall forfeit the sum 
of twenty-five dollars, to the use of the poor of the city or town in 
which such offence may be committed, to be sued for and recover- 
ed by and in the name of the overseers of the poor of such city or 
town, in any court of competent jurisdiction ; and it is hereby made

pftas&bie. WHEREAS the directors and company of the Fort Hunter 
bridge company have, by their petition, represented that the bridge 
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built by them over the Schoharie cre^, has lately been swept away 
by the ice ; that they are desirous of rebuilding the same, but can- 
not undertake it without a considerable increase of their stock ; 
that in order to induce men of capital to engage in so hazardous an 
enterprise, they conceived it necessary that their said act of incor- 
poration should be materially amended : Therefore,

same, including the stock already subscribed, shall never exceed 

one thousand shares, of twenty-five dollars each. 

That subscription books may be how to be 
opened by the said directors for the aforesaid additional stock, and »«b«criiHid. 
kept open until a sufficient number of shares shall be subscribed to 

baild and finish the said bridge in a good and substantial manner. 

III. And be it further enacted. That the limitation in the afore- ^^^J^iJlJ^ * 
said act of incorporation, and in the act amending the same, for the Kpeaied. 
continuation of the said corporate company be, and is hereby re- 
pealed ; that instead thereof they shall continue a body corporate 

and politic, in fact and in name, as in the said act is mentioned, 
during the time they shall keep and maintain a passable bridge o- 
ver the said creek, and that in case the said bridge shall be injur- 
ed or removed by the ice or freshets, then the said corporation 
shall not cease, unless they within three years next following ne- 
glect to repair or rebuild the same.

WHEREAS at a treaty held at the city of Albany, on the 21st 
day of February, in the year of our Lord one thousand eight hun- 
dred and nine, w?th the chiefs or sachems of the pagaii parly of the Pt«arabi«« 
Oneida nation of Indians, for the sstle of certain lands belonging to 
the said pagan party, lying east of the Oneida creek, arid extend- 
ing from the. Oneida lake to Mud creek, which empties into said 
Oneida creek^ to the southward of the Seneca turnpike road, there ^ 
was reserved out of the same for Logan Cook, son of colonel Louis 
Coofc, one hundred acres of land, as nearly in a square as might be, 
on the east side of the said creek, and to comprehend the improve- 
ments made by the said colonel Louis : Therefore, 

I. Be it enacted hy the people of the state of New- York, re- ^^^ ^^^ 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That the said one hundred firmed to l.

ing the road, road leading from the village of Salina, i]i the county. of Onoudaga« 

throiigh the towns of Cicero, Cop&tantia, WiUiams»town and R^d- 
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fieid, until it intersects the state road leading from Roiiie to irowii* 
ville, in the county of JcfFersbn, to wit : on every acre of land lying 
vvithin one mile of the said road, except the land belonging to the 
people of this state, and excepting also such land as has heretofore ^

WHEREAS it is represented to the legislature, that the monies 
granted in and by the act entitled *• An act to lay out and improve 
a road from Hadley landing to intersect the great road leading from ppeamWe. 
Glen's falls to the Schroon lake," passed the 12th day of February, 
1813, have proved insufficient for the purpose contemplated in and by 
the said act, and that the same have been appropriated and expend* 
ed by the superintendent therein directed to be appointed by the 
person administering the government of this state, without erecting 
a bridge across the west branch of Hudson river. And whereas 
the said bridge appears to be one of the necessary bridges men-

point is south sixty-four degrees fortj-five minutes east from the 
north-east corner of the brick store of Thomas Gold, on the dock, 
and runs from the said point south sixty-four degrees forty-five

«fthe said Hudson river, which is the south side of Partition- ' 
street ; thence from the said bass-wood tree south sixty-four de- 
g^retes forty-five minutes east, twenty-seven chains, to a stake;

to a stake and stones in the north side of Mill-street ; thence along 
the same north sixty-nine degrees forty-five minutes west, to the 
before mentioned division line between the said counties of Albany

CHAP. CLXXXVIII. 

An ACT for the relief of John Leonard. 

Passed April 14, 1815. 

WHEREAS John Leonard, on the 6th day of January, in the 
year of our Lord one thousand eight hundred and seven, purchased 
on the sale thereof, by the surveyor-general of this state, one hun- 
dred and fifty-one acres and a quarter of land, in the subdivision of 
lot number nine, in the town of Ovid, in the county of Seneca, on 
which he subsequently made all his payments, according to law, 
and had at the time of the purchase, large and valuable improve- 
ments thereon, which lot, however, on an accnrate calculation of its 
contents, contains only one hundred and thirty-seven acres : And 
whereas by virtue of an act, passed March 6th, A. D. 1812, for the * 
rehef of Abraham DeMott, another part of said lot number nine wa^ 
granted to the said Abraham DeMott, and which was intended to 
adjoin the lot of the said John Leonard, as possessed by him, and 
as surveyed by Joseph Annin, but which by mistake in the return 
of surveys, was so granted as to cover part of the lands possessed 
and improved by the said John Leonard ; and whereas it also ap- 
pears that that part of the said lot conveyed to the said Abraham 
DeMott, contains more land than was supposed by the act afore- 
said to be contained therein : Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the people of the state ofNewYork, repre* 
sented in Senate and Assembly, That it shall be the duty of the 
attorney-general of this state, forthwith, to take such measures as 
be may deem best calculated legally to compel Abraham DeMott, 
residing on the north part of lot number nine, in the town of Ovid, 
ia the county of Seneca, to convey to John Leonard, so much of 
the said lot number nine, as was by the surveyor-general sold to 
the said John Leonard, ^nd which is described in the said surveyor- 
general's certificate ; and the comptroller is hereby authorised 
and required, on the application of the attorney-general, and in his 
fimror, to draw his warrant on tho treasurer, for the principal and in- 
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terest of the money paid for so much of lot number nihe a» ha& 
been granted to him, and which was also sold to the said John Leo- 
nard, and that the expence of such proceedings as may be had in 
the pr«mi8esj shall be borne by and paid out of the treasury of this 
state.

WHEREAS James Miner, late sergeant in the state-prison guard, 
by his extraordinary exertions in extinguishing the fire which broke 
out in the state-prison in the month of August, 1813, did receive 
an injury which endangered his life, and which has totally depriv- 
ed hiifa of the use of one of his legs, and from which there is little 
or no hopes of his recovery ; in consequence of which misfortune 
he was cQsmissed that sendee, and is thereby deprived of the means 
of future support ; Therefore,

nevertheless. That if at any time hereafter the said James Miner 
shall so far recover, that in the opinion of the superintendents of

^Be it enacted by the people of the state ofNew^York, repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly , That it shall and may be lawful

CHAP.*CCXV* 

An ACT relative to the oaths of certain town officers for the year 
one thousand eight hundred and fifteen. 

Passed April 17, 1S15. 

WHEREAS it appears to the legislature, that sundry persons e- 
lected at the late annual town meeiings within this state, as super- 
visors, town clerks, assessors, commissioners of highways and over- 
seers of the poor, have neglected to have inserted in the body of 
their respective oaths of office, the words required to be inserted 
therein in and by the thirtieth section of the act, entitled " An 
act for the payment of certain officers of government, and for oth- 
er purposes,'* passed 15th April, one thousand eight hundred and 
fourteen, and hare thereby ignorantly incurred the penalties enact- 
ted in and by the ninth section of tlie " Act relative to the duties 
and privileges of towns." Therefore, 

Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York^ repre- 
sented in Senate and Assembly, That it shall not be lawful to pro- 
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secbte any such penalties incurred during the yeat one thousand 
eight hundred and fifteen, and that it Rhall be deemed soiiicient to 
all intents and purposes, during said year, that such officers shall 
have taken and filed the oaths required in and by the seventh sec« 
tion of the act last aforesaid, any thing in either of the'above men^^ 
tioned acts to the contrary notwithstanding. 



CHAP. CCXVI. 

^n ACT to reduce the laws concerning the village of Johnstown 
into one law^ and to prevent Jisking with seins or nets in the * 
Sacaudaga creek. 

Passed April 17, 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of New- Yorkj fe-^ 
presented in Senate andjissembly^ That the district of country con- ^^H^* ^ 
Gained mthin the foHewing bounds, to wit : beginning at a bridge and *^' 
small creek east of the house of Achsah DTonclaire, running 
thence ^wn the stream of said creek to the saw-mill of Nicliolas 

Yost, and from thence east to a point south from the south-east 
corner of the gaol of Montgomery county, and from thence by a 
straight lini^ to the place of beginning, so as to include the house 
and bam, of the said Achsah, shall hereafter continue to be known 
and distinguished by the name of the village of Johnstown. 

II. And he it further enacted^ That all the freeh^ders and 
inhabitants who are qualified to vote at town-meetings, and shall xr„,tee« 
reside in or own property subject to taxation or assessment within h«w tow * 
said limits, by this act raay^ on tlie third Tuesday of May next, '*®**"' 
meet at the court-house in said village, and then and there proceed 

to choose five persons, each of whom shall be a freeholder in said 
Ullage, to be trustees thereof; and also three persons, each of 
whom shall be a freeholder in the said village, to be fire-wardens 
thereof who when chosen shall possess the several powers and 
rights hereinafter specified. ^

minate and appoint a sufficient number of firemen, willing to ac- 
cept, not exceeding twenty-four in number, out of the inhabitants 
residing within said village, to have the care, management, working 
and use of the fire engine or engines which may belong to the said 
freeholders and inhabitants; and also, all the tools and implements 
for extinguishing fites, and the said trustees, or a major part of 
them, are hereby authorised and empowered to remove or displace 
ail or any of the firemen so as aforesaid to be elected, nominated 
and appointed^ when, and as often as they shall think fit, and oth- 
ers in their stead to elect, nominate and appoint ; and also to make, 
establish and ordain such rules, orders and regulations for the go- 
vernment, co9duct, duty and behavior of such firemen, as to them 
shall appear necessary and proper, 

VII. And be it further enacted^ That it shall and may be law-i 
/isLbe rLedT ^ul for the said freeholders and inhabitants, at their annual meet- 
ings for electing trustees, by a majority of voices, to determine what 
sum in the aggregate shall be raised, levied and collected from the 
said freeholders and inlwibitants of said villkge, and of persons 
owning property in said village liable to be injured by fire,> al- 
though residing out of said village, to enable them to purchase a 
fire engine or engines, and to make wells and reservoirs of water,

I. Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York, rep^ 
lutestrf toii; resented in Senate and Assembly, That the president, directors 
and company of the Whitehall and Granville tunipike road shall be

two oxen, four cents, and for every additional ox dr horse attach^ 
to such cart, two cents, and for every cart or waggon drawn by one 
horse, three cents, in addition to the sums allowed by the act here- 
by amended.

CHAP. CCXVIII.

Passed April 17, 1815. 

Be it enacted by the peopfe of the state of New-York, repre- 
seated in Senate and Assembly, That the time for improving the 
navigation of tlje Black liver, in the manner specified in and by an 
act entitled '* An act for improving the navigation of the Black 
river, in the county of Jefferson,*' and the subsequent acts on the 
saine subject, be, and the same are hereby extended for and during 
the term of three years from and after the passing of this act. 



CHAP. CCXIX. 

An ACT to. incorporate the Salt and Gypsum, Turnpike Road 
Company, • 

Passed April 17, 1815. 

I; Be it enacted by the people of the state of New-York, re- ^^SSit' 
presented in Senate and Assembly, That Ransom Rathbnn, Ira 
Wilcox, John Tracey, Erastus Perkins, Epaphras Miller and James 
Clapp, and all such persons as shall associate for the purpdse of 
making a good and sufficient road in the following direction, be- 
^nning on the west side of the river Chenango, in the village of 
Ox:brd, in the county of Chenango; thence northerly and west- 
erly until it intersects the great east and .west road leading from 
the Chenango river through the twelfth township, a section of the 
town of Norwich, at or near the house once of Henry Whiting, and 
from thence on the most eligible route through Pompey or Marcel- 
lus, to Manlias, shall be, and are hereby created and made a body 
politic and corporate, in fact and in ns^me, by thenatne of " The style, &c. 
Salt and Gypsum turnpike road compsyaiy," and that by that name 
they shall be capable in law to purchase, have, hold and enjoy and 
retain, to them and their successors, lands, tenements, heredita- 
ments, goods, chattels and effects» and to sue and be sued, impl^d 
and be impleaded, answer and being answered unto, defend and be 
defended in any court or place whatsoever : Provided, That the p .^ 
real estate which the said corporation shall be allowed to hold shall 
be necessary to fulfil the end and intent of th^ said corporation. 

II. And be it further enacted. That the steck of the sakl com- ^^^^' 
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pan J hereby incorporated, shall consist of two thouaaiMl shares of 
twenty dollars each, and that Ransom Rathhun, John Tracey and 
James Clapp be, and they are hereby appointed commissioners to 
receive subscriptions for said stock^in the manner directed bjrtht.

And be it further enacted^ ^hat the. said company hereby 
incorporated, shall be entitled to exact and receive at each of thp 
gates or turnpikes to be erected on said road, for every number of 
miles not less than ten in len^h of said road, the following sums 
of moneyf and so in proportion for any greater or less distance* 
from all persons traveUing or using the same; for every waggon 
drawn by two horses, mules or oxen, twelve and an half cents, and 
three cents for every additional horse, mule or ox attached to su«h 
waggon ; for every cart or other carriage drawn by two horses, 
thules or oxen, twelve and an half cents, and for every additional 
horse, mule or, o^ attached to -such cart or other carriage, three 
cents ; for every horse and rider, six cents ; Tor ev^ry hoi;^e led or 
driven, three cents ; for every cart or waggon drawn by one horse, 
.or mule, six cents ; for every chair, sulkey, chaise or other plea- 
sure carriage lyith one horse, twelve and an half cents ; for every 
charriot, coach or coachee, or phaeton, or other four wheeled plea* 
sure carriage drawn by two horses, twenty-five cents ; for every 
sleigh or sled drawn by two horses, mules or oxen, eight cents ; for 
every sleigh or sled drawn by one horse or mule, six cents, and so 
in proportion for a greater pr. less number; for every score of sheep 
or hogs, eight cents, and so in proportion for a greater or less num- 
ber ; for every stage waggon drawn by two horses, twelve and an 
half cents, and thr<?e cents for every additional horse attached to 
such waggon, and for horses, mules and neat cattle in droves, one 
cent for each.

CHAP. CCXX. 

Jn jiCT authorising Jhe trustees of the United 'Presbyterian 
Congregation of the city of Albany y to sell and convey a cer-- 
tain piece of ground. 

Passed April 17, 1815. 

WHEREAS it appears to the legislature that a certain piece of 
ground was granted on the eleventh day of July, one thousand ei^ht 
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bttndred and fourteen, by. the mayor, aldermen and commonalty of

so destroyed ; and every such application shall be accompanied 
with proof of the destruction, as aforesaid, of tl^e buildings of th& 
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api^icants, and of the probable value of such buildings ; and on the 
said first day of September, or as soon thereafter as conveniently 
may be, the comptroller shall ascertain whether the aggregate a- 
mount so applied for, exceeds ^fiy thousand dollars, and if the said 
aggregate shall exceed said sum, he shall deduct a just proportion 
from each, so as to reduce the aggregate to said gum of fifty thou- 
sand dollars, and tn making such deductions, he shall take, into 
consideration the amount of the losses of the respective applicants, 
as shown by the proofs aforesaid ; and if the aggregate amount ap- 
plied for shall not exceed the said^ sum, or if it does, then, after 
making the said deductions, tl^ comptroller shall thereupon loan to 
each applicant, the sum by him applied for, when so as aforesaid 
reduced, if a deduction be necessary, out of any unappropriated 
monies in th^ treasury: Provided, That the sum so to be loaned 
to any one individual, shall in no case exceed the value of the buiM- 
ings destroyed as aforesaid, of such individual ; and provided eve- 
ry such applicant shall execute his bond for the repaynent of the 
sum so to be loaned, mthin seven years after the date thereof, with 
the interest thereon, annually, at the rate of seven per centum per 
annum, and shall also secure, or cause to be secured, the payment 
thereof, by a mortgage on unincumbered real estate, worth at least 
double the sum so loaned, exclusive of buildings ; and the attorney- 
general shall in every case decide as to the title of the mortgagor 
to the mortgaged premises.

WHEREAS John A. Schuyler, of the state of New- Jersey, by 
his petijtion presented to this legislature, hath represented that Pe- 
ter Dubois and Catharine his wife, on the seventeenth day of De- 
cember, in the year one thousand seven hundred and seventy, grant- pjeamWe. 
ed and conveyed his estate to the honorable Henry White, Esquire, 
Jacob Walton and James Duane, Esquire, and Samuel Ver Planck, 
merchant, all of the city of New- York, trustees for the payment of 
his debts, and the further uses and purposes in the deed mentioned 
and expressed: And further, that part of the estate so conveyed to 
the said trustees wa§ by them sold, but what portion thereof he does 
not precisely, know, and that some one or more of the said trustees 
were attainted or convicted of an adherence to the enemy in the 
revolutionary war ; that Samuel Ver Planck, another of them, de- 
clined actively interfering with the estate, and that James Duane, 
the active trustee, died some few years after the revolutionary war, . 
leaving the trust partly unexecuted ; that he was only recently ap- 
prised of these circumstances, and finds considerable sums still due 
to the creditors of the said Peter Dubois ; that doubts exist whether, ,

or may be practised at the said bank, and to commit the manage^ 
ment of the said office of discount and deposit to such persons as 
• they may deem proper, and under such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by the said president, directors and company of 
the bank of Newburgh, not being contrary to the constitution or 
laws of this state or of the United States : Promded always^ That 
all bills or notes issued by the said office of discount and deposit, 
whether the same be made by Or under the authority of the presi-

An ACT to amend the act, entitled " An act for the better esta^ 
blishment of Common Schools.^* 

Passed April 18, 1815, 

Rate bills '• ^^ *' enacted hy the People of the State of NcTV-Ytrrk, repre^ 
^ndtaxUsts senied in Senate and Assembly^ That in making out the rate bill

That the superintendent of coro- 
pom'to*bJ*^ mon schools shall prepare suitable forms and regulations for making 
iMFcparedbr the reports and conducting the proceedings required under the act 
tendSS!""' hereby amended, and shall cause three thousand copies of the same, 
together! with this act, to be printed and distributed among the several 
towns of this state, foi the use of the common schools therein, in such 
manner as he shall think proper; and for defraying the expenses of print- 
ins; and distributing the same, the sum of five hundred dollars, or so 
much thereof as shall be sufficient for that purpose, shall be paid to 
the superi'^itendent, on the warrant of the Comptroller, out of any mo- 
nies in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

X. And be it further enacted. That in all cases in which any tax 
has been, or hereafter shall be, assessed on any individual who may be

CHAP. CCLIV. 

An ACT to vest certain powers in. the freeholders and inhabit. . 
tants of the village of Canandaigua. 

Passed April.18^ 1815. 

I. Be it enacted by the people oftfie state ofNevs York, repre^ 
sented in Senate and Assembly, That the district of country in- 

the town of Canandaigua and county of Ontario*, comptised in the j^^9}["^'"^ 
following bounds, that is to say, west by the. west line of West- ^ ^'^' 
street, north by the, north line of the village lots, e^t by the east 
line of East-street, and to continue the same in a right line until it ^ 

intersects the sotith line of the Seneca turnpike, and south by a 
right line drawn thence across the north end of Canandaigua lake 
to a point formed by the north-east corner of back lot number ten, 
west of Main-street, on the west shore of the said lake, and thence 
along the north line of the said back lot number ten until it inter- 
sects the said West-street, shall hereafter be known and distin- 
guished ,by the name of " The village of Canandaigua/' 

II. And be it farther enacted. That the freeholders and inhabi- Election how 
tants' qualified to vote at the town-meetings, who may reside within to be htW. . 
the aforesaid limi/s, may, on the first Tuesday of June next, meet at 

some proper place therein, to be appointed and notified to the in- 
habitants by any justice within the said village, at least one week

and inhabitants of the village, and presiding at such election. 

Ill; And be it further enacted^ That all the freeholders and in- 
habitants^residing within the aforesaid limits, be, and they are here- 
by ordained, constituted and declared to be, from time to time, and 
en ofthecoT. foreve^ hereafter, a body politic and corporate, in fact and in name, 
potation. \yj the name of " The trustees of the village of Ganandaigua," and 
by that name they and their successors shall and may have perpe- 
tiial succession, and be persons in law capable of suing and being 
^ sued, pleading and being impleaded, answering and being ansvi^er- 

cd unto, defending and being defended in all courts and places 
whatsoever, in all mlanner of actions, complaints, and causes^ what- 
soever; and that they and their successors may hj^ye a common 
seal, and may change and alter the same at pleasure ; and shall be 
capable inlaw of purchasing,- holding and conveying any estate, 
real or personal, for the public use of the said village, and of erect- 
ing fire-engine houses, of raising money by tax for the purchase of 
fire-engines,, and for erecting fire-engine houses, or for making any 
public improvements or necessary repairs, which money so to be 
raised shall be assessed upon the freeholders and inhabitants of the 
said village according to law, by not less than three nor more than 
five judicious. assessors, who shall be freeholders in the said village, 
and shall be <rhosen by the freeholders and inhabitants of the said 
' village qualified to vote at town-meetings, at their annual meetings, 
and collected by the collector of the corporation in like manner as 
the taxes of towns and counties are collected, by virtue of a warrant 
to him directed by amajority of the. trustees: Provided never the- 
less 9 That no taxes shall be levied, or monies raised, assessed.qr col- 
lected for erecting such fire-engine houses, nor such bouses be 
erected without the consent and appr6bation of the freeholders and 
the legal voters of the said village, or the major part of them, in 
Open meeting, duly notified by the said trustees, by written or 
printed notices, to be put up in three public places in such village at 
least one week previous to such meeting. 

IV. And be it further enacted^ That it shall and may be lawful 
for the trustees of said village, or the major part of them, and for 
their successors in office, forever, to make, ordain, constitute and, ^ 
' publish such prudential by-laws, rules and regulation^ as they from 
time to time shall deem meet and proper, and such in particular as 
may relate to public markets within said village ; relative to the 
streets, alleys and highways therein, and draining, filling up, pav- 
ing, keeping in order and improving the same ; relative to slaugh- 
ter-houses and nuisances generally ; relative to a town-watch and 
lighting the streets of the said .village ; relative to the number of 
taverns or inns to be licensed in the said village ; relative to the 
restraining of geese, swine, or cattle of ^y kind; relative to the 
inspection of weights and measures, and relative to erecting and 
regulating hay-scales ; and relative to any thing whatsoever that 
may concern the public and good government of the said village ; 
but no such by-lavvs shall extend to the regulating or ascertaining 
the prices of any commodities or articles of provision, except the ar- 
ticle -of bread, that may be offered for sale : Pravidedj That such 
by-laws be not contrary to or inconsistent with the laws and statutes 
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«f this state or of the United States : And provided always , That 
any monies to be raised for paving any street or streets, or flagging 
or improving the foot vralks or side ways, shall be assessed, levied 
and collected in a just and equitable manner, of and from the own- ' 
ers and occupants of all the houses and lots adjoining such street 
or streets so to be paved or flagged, in praportion as nearly as may 
be to the advantages which each be deemed ^o acquire respective- 
ly, any thing in this act to the contrary notwithstanding. 

V. And be it further enacted^ That the said trustees, or the 

major part of them, as often as they shall muke, ordain and pub- Fines aad 
lish any such by-l^ws for the purposes aforesaid, may make, ordain, P^"*^****' 
limit and provide such reasonable fine against the ofltnders of such 
Jaws as they may deem proper, not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
for any oiie offence, to be prosecuted and recovered, by .action of 
debt, before any justice of the peace, with co§ts of suit, by the trus- 
tees, for the use of said corporation ; in which action it shall be sufl)* 
cient todeclare generally, that the defendant or defendants is or are in- 
debted to the trustees of the village of Canandaigua in the amount of 
the debt, penalty, fine or forfeiture by virtue of this act, to te paid 
to the said trustees for the time bein§^, when thereunto required, , 

and under such declaration to give the special ndiatter in evidence. ' 

VI. And be it further enacted^ That the freeholders and in- 
habitants of the said village of Canandai^a, qualified to vote at Assessors,coi* 
town-meetings, at their annual tewn-meetings on the first Tuesday lure^T^firi- 
of June in every year hereafter to be he held for choosing trustees, wardew. 
or at any other meeting duly notified, shall be and they are hereby,
